OnklamL Cal., Novi*mber 13. — The stewards at 
Oakland made a sensational ruling hy declajing 
bets off* after the last race had be(*n de<-ided on the 
hn-al track toilay. Starter Richard Dwyer over- 
liMiked the laggard 12 to 1 shot, A1 Limlley, and 
s<*nt the others awa.v without him. .Dwyer’s assist- 
ant had been sent after the Bute gelding in ordi*r 
to ac<*elerate his arrival at the p<»st. For years 
the starting of the last race has been marked by 
undue haste and resultant liu.seos. 'I'lie winner, 
Prejnieio, backed into hot favoritism, was owned, 
unfortunately for his backers, by Prcsijleiit Thomas 
II. Williams. It was probably as iniK^h in defer- 
ence to his wishes as to a i»rec»*dent established by 
Judge Hopfier biniself ome U)>on a time at Latonia, 
that <*aused the stewards to adopt a policy that 
was fair and in the main satisfactory to everyone 
concerned. The decision was greeted with tre- 
m(*ndoiis enthusiasm. 

The Santa Cruz Handicap at a mile and twenty 
yards was the conspicuous feature of the excellent 
card of six races. A field of seven horses of 
superior class faced the starter. James R. Keene’s 
east off Veil, backeil down from as high as 3 to 1 
to 2 to 1 at the olo.'se. won a fast-run race iimicr 
the skillful handling of the improving lightweight 
jockey, .Merritt Biixtmi. The performance was of 
surpassing merit, the track rec*ord being lowered 
by three-eigliUis of a second, and the world’s Tn;»rk 
4»f 1:40, licld jointly hy Maid Marian, Macy and 
Six Shooter appwachetl within two-fifths of a 
second. 

J»M*kcys R. Davis and Scovill^ were set down 
for three days and fined $25 respectively for mis- 
liehavior at the pihst in the first race. 

Ideal weather .for racing still obtains and the 
big inclosun* was filh*d to overtlowing toilay. 

SOUTH AFRICAN RACING. 

South Aineri<*aii breeders are branching out ami 
fiirnishin.g thoroughbreds to purchasers from abroa«l. 
The winner of the Johannesburg Handicap, one of 
the gri*ati*st i-aces of South Africa, was from Buenos 
Ayres, and of the race and the winner, Loudon 
Sporting Life says: 

‘*The card contains seventeen runners for the 
big race, but Mr. Halliwell, the starter, had to 
deal with thirteen horses only’. Sir Daniel, w’hich 
has won the blue riband of the Johannesburg course, 
was strongly fancied for the race on account of the 
anticipated heavy state of the ground, but on the 
morning of the event he was scratched, much to 
the chagrin of his many backers. Corriecriau, the 
hero of the last Durban big meeting, started favor- 
ite at 2 to 1 against, hut the result of the race 
came as a big surprise. Baluarte, a comparatively 
unknown animal, won in a canter, beating his near- 
est opiK>nent, Tlkvalleu, by four lengths. The win- 
ner soon made his position clear, and in the last 
two furlongs was unassailable. 

“The horse had previously won three minor races 
in Johannesburg, lieing unbeaten as a matter of fact. 
This piece of news evidently escaped the attention 
of a usually critical and alert public, for the 
horse started at 19 to 1 against, and paid out six- 
teen guineas on the totalizator. Mr. H. Jjazarus, 
the owner, purchased the animal from Mr, Piccione, 
the well-known Natal owner and breeder, for $7,590. 
In the last race in w^hich he won. Baluarte was 
called upon to carry 137 pounds, but on Saturday 
he was handicapped down to eighty-eight pounds. 
Why he should have been given such a light weight 
is difticnlt to nnderstund, but it was his first appear- 
ance in the big handicap, and racing against many 
hor.‘<es of considerable experience in such import- 
ant events, dmibtless the handieappers were desir- 
ous of giving the auiinal a fair chance. 

“Baluarte was bred in tlie Argentine, and was 
imported to S<Mith Africa by Mr. Piccione. By 
Batt. which is by Sheen — V'ampire, and thus a 
half-brother to Flying Fox, the colt is well bred 
enough. He has barely turned three years old and 
is the youug(*st Johannesburg Handicap winner in 
the history of the race. The mile and a furlong waa 
covered in 1 : 55j. record time for this race in 
Johannesburg. Major Cooper’s Tirkvallcn and Mr. 
M. Solomon's Norman Bride w’ere second ami third 
respectively. 'I’wo lengths divideil the two animals. 
It may be mentioned that Hoppell, who has not 
lKH*n hmg out from England, was the rider of 
Baluarte. He only obtained his license on Friday 
before the race and had he not been available, it 
is probable Baluarte would have been scratched.

VICISSITUDES OF POOR KERCHEVAL. 



Misadventures that Have Befallen a Good 
But Misused Race Horse. 

Kereheval, winner of the Burns Handicap, is 
|>ack at Luloiiiu iu the same stall that he decupled 



September a year ago. and thereb.v hangs a tale. 

Since Kerelieval left the L:U«»nia track a year 
.ago he has achieved much fame on (lie coast, b*'at 
ing the lK*st limscs there, and was tin* inedinin 
of several killings. lie was brought ba*k hcr«* by 
his owner, Mr. B. C. Brien, of Nashville, Tenn., 
who secured the horse from his former trainer, 
W. V. Conran, without a hitcli, but laid a real 
lovely time getting him from Jersey City, and came 
close to being lo<‘ked up on the charge of hor.se 
stealing, says the Knquirer of Sunday. 

Kereheval has been east for five months, and as 
Mr. Brieu got tired of waiting for results, he sold 
the horse on October l.*>, to Harry Holl)erg, a well- 
known merebant of this city. The horse at tlie 
time was said to l»e in splendid shape and ready 
to race. Mr. Holbeig sent a man east to talk 
over the matter with trainer C«*nran. and he soon 
received a message that the horse had broken 
down and was out of training. Mr. Holberg at 
once notified Mr. Brien of this and the latter came 
here last Thursday to talk it over. .Mr. Brien told 
him that he was reasonably sure that the horse 
was sound when he sold him, but if Mr. Holberg 
was dissatisfied he would return the money to him 
and take the horse back. This was done ami after 
the papers were made out .Mr. Brien left for the 
east at once and secured the liorse last Saturday. 

What happened there is best told in ^Ir. Brien's 
own words: “When I got to Gravesend I located 

tlie horse and turned tke onler over to the man in 
charge of him.” said he. “The man knew me and 
gave me tlie liorse, though Mr. Conran was not 
alKMit. Tlie horse was taken to .Ters»*y City, where 
I made all arrangements to slilp liiin b.v express 
to I.atonia. The horse was all liainlaged up and 
tlie man told me that he had been fired, but I did 
not believe it. 

“In Jersey City my troubles began, for Conran 
liad made up his mind not to give the horse up. 
He went to a magistrate and wanted me arrested 
for stealing a horse, and when asked to swear out 
a warrant to the effect declined and changed tire 
charge to wrongfully taking a horse, but the magis- 
trate would have nothing to do with the case. 
Then Conran called in a police captain and he went 
to the stable where I was with the horse and told 
me he would have to lay over unlil Monday until 
everything had been cleared up. That dkl uot suit 
me, so I went to a lawyer and we called on the 
chief of police, and he at once gave the order to 
let me alone. Then I had some more trouble with 
the .\dams Express Company, as it had been noti- 
fied that Kereheval had been stolen, and not to 
accept him in shipment. It took me awhile to 
get that straightened out, hut I got away on Sunday 
and the horse arrived in good shape. I took the 
bandages off at the track, and he shows marks of 
having been fired, but very superficially — just about 
through the skin. Why he was fired I don’t know, 
and it’s very strange to me, as I had a letter from 
Conran only a few days before I sold the horse that 
he was in fine shape and doing well iu his work. 
Three weeks later I find him fired. lie will lie 
rested up for a wliile at m.v home, and I expect 
great things of him when he rounds to form again. 

I will stay here a few days to wait for Mr. Conran 
t<» come on, as I understand lie is going to sue me 
for damages.” 

Kerclieval has certainly had a stormy career and 
lie must be a wonderful liorse to be able to do what 
lie lias shown after a lot of bad handling. 

Kereheval was brought to Latouia as a two- 
year-old by Joe Boyd, a colored trainer. The colt 
was raised by Mr. Brien, who was for years siiper- 
iutendent of the famous Belle Meade Stud. While 
in Boyd’s care he figured iu one of the dark lan- 
tern races at Lalonia. An assistant starter held 
him at the iK>st and left a horse that was heavily 
liacked a few feet off in front, and Kereheval, 
which was the favorite, was beaten. The hor.se 
was taken east, and there he trained off a bit and 
was sliipp<‘d back to Latonia, where he was turned 
over to Stanley Kiinz, the Chicago ex-aldermau. 

From that time on Kereheval got an awful drill- 
ing, and he got to looking like a hatrack when 
the following spring rolled around. Mr. Brien 
Inul some other horses in Kuiiz's staiile and they 
were al.so very much abused and finally a lawsuit 
or a series of lawsuits followed before Mr. Brien 
was alile to get his property back. lie did not 
get all of his horses, but that is another story. 
Tlie horse was tlien turned over to Conran, who 
t<Hik him to the coast after winning a race at 
I.atonia. Later he won the Burns Handicap and 
several other purses. He was shipped east last 
.May, and since tliat time has done nothing. 

If Charlie I'atterson could liave stayed for a while 
at Latonia Mr. Brieu would have turned the horse 
over to him, but the well-known trainer will ship 
to New Orleans in a day or two and Mr. Brien did 
not care to take a chance of reshipping the horse 
for a we«*k or so. 

The horse that Mr. Brien did not get back from 
Stanley Kuuz was Dr. Burch, a fast horse and 
w<‘ll bred, lieing a half-brother to Advance Guard. 
Mr. Brien turned the order for the horse over to 
Conran, but Kunz declined to give him up. He 
was then replevined, and Kunz got him back again 
on redclivery, giving bond. Then the lawsuits 
against Kunz were brought to a close, Mr. Brien 
getting judgment. When he sent after the horse 
lie was not to be found at Latonia, Mr. Kunz in 
tlie meantime having shipped him to Chicago. Mr. 
Brien then took the ease to tlie Federal cmxrts and 
the judgment against Kuuz reatlirmed and once 
again went after the lior.se. Kunz declined to 
give the horse up and defied Brien to find him. 
Detectives were employed, but up to the pre.sent 
time the horse has not lieen turned tip. For fifteen 
months his wliereabouts have b®en a mystery and 
there is little hope that he ever will lie found. 
Mr. Brien will proceed against the bondsman, but, 
as he expressed it, “I won’t gain much, for 1 
have spent $oOO trying to get hold of the horse 
and the bond is only for $300.” 

.Mr. Brien bas liad a couple of other experiences 
not calculated to make one feel like breaking into 
the ranks of tlie horse owners, especially to draw 
the raw deals Mr. Brien has got.
